IA.B.  do  Jincerefy  promife  and  fokrnnh  declare  before  God  andP^]^^^^^^  of 
the  worU,  tbat  I  wiU  be  true  and/aithfitl  to  King  William  and  ^^^^''^^ • 
i^en  Mary ;  and  I  do  folemnly  profefs  and  declare^  tbat  I  do  from 
mf  beart  almory  deteft^  and  renounce ^  as  impious  and  bereticalj  tbat 
damnable  doltrine  andpofstion^  That  princes  excommunicated  ol* 
deprived  by  the  pope,  or  any  authority  of  the  fee  of  Rome^  may 
be  depofed  or  murthered  by  their  fub|e£b,  or  any  other  what- 
loever.  j/nd  I  do  declare^  tbat  no  foreign  prince^  perfon^  prelate^ 
ftate^  or  potentate,  batb  or  ougbt  to  bave,  anj  power,  jurifdi^ion^ 
Jiiperioritjj  pre-eminence^  or  authority  ecclefaftical  orfpiritual  witbin 
this  realm. 

And  (hall  fubfcribe  a  pfofeffion  of  their  chriftian  belief  in  thefe 
words:

Which  decIaratioDS  and  fubfcription  (hall  be  made  and  entred 

of  record  at  the  general  quarter-fefTions  of  the  peace  for  the 

coQnty,  city,  or  place  where  every  fuch  perfon  (hall  then  refide. 

And  every  fuch  perfon  that  fliall  make  and  fubfcribe  the  two 

declarations  and  profeflion  aforefaid,  being  thereunto  required, 

fhall  be  exempted  from  all  the  pains  and  penalties  of  all  and 

every  the  aforementioned  ftatutes  made  againft  popifh  recufants, 

or  protefhmt  nonconformifls,  and  alfo  from  the  penalties  of  an  ad 

made  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  late  Qiicen  Elizabeth,  in-  5  Eliz.  c  u 

tituled.  An  a^for  tbe  affurance  of  tbe  ^ueris  royal  power  over  all 

eftates  and  fubje^s  witbin  her  dominions ^  for  or  by  reafon  of  fuch 

perfons  not  taking  or  refuting  to  take  the  oath  mentioned  in  the 

Uiid  2& ',  and  alfo  from  the  penalties  of  an  aft  made  in  the 
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ii&HCar.i.  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles 
^*  '•  Ae  Second,  intituled.  An  a^  for  preventing  mifcbiefs  that  may 

artfe  by  certain  perfons  called  Quakers,  refufing  to  take  lawful  oaths  ; 
and  enjoy  all  other  the  benefits,  privileges,  and  advanta^ 
under  the  like  limitations,  provifoes,  and  conditions,  which 
any  other  diflenters  (hall  or  ought  to  enjoy  by  virtue  of  this  a(5t. 
Kow  purged  XIV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enadted  by  the  authority 
after  rthifal  aford*aid.  That  in  cafe  any  perfon  (hall  refufe  to  take  the  faid 
ot  the  patht.  Qj^hg^  when  tendred  to  them,  which  every  iufticc  of  the  peace 
is  hereby  impowered  to  do,  fuch  perfon  (hall  not  be  admitted 
to  make  and  fybfcribe  the  two  declarations  aforefaid,  though  re- 
quired thereunto  either  before  any  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  at  the 
general  or  quarter-fe(Cons,  before  or  after  any  convidtion  of 
popifh  recufancy,  as  aforefsud,  unle&  fuch  perfon  can,  within 
thirty  one  days  after  fuch  tender  of  the  declarations  to  him, 
produce  two  lufficient  proteftant  witnefles,  to  teftify  upon  oath, 
that  they  believe  him  to  be  a  proteftant  diiS^ter,  or  a  certificate 
under  the  hands  of  four  proteftants,  who  are  conformable  to 
the  church  of  England^  or  have  taken  the  oaths  and  fubfcribed 
the  declaration  above  mentioned,  and  (hall  alfo  produce  a  certifi- 
cate under  the  hands  ;md  feals  of  fix  or  more  fufficient  men  of  the 
(Congregation  to  which  he  belongs,  owning  him  for  one  pf  them. 
aV.  Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  enabled  by  the  authority  afore- 
faid. That  until  fuch  certificate,  under  the  hands  of  fix  of  his 
congr^ation,  as  aforefaid,  be  produced,  and  two  proteftant 
witnefies  come  to  atteft  his  being  a  proteftant  diflTenter^  or  a 
certificate  under  the  hand^  of  four  proteftants,  as  aforefaid,  be 
produced,  the  juftice  of  the  peace  (hall  and  hereby  is  required 
to  take  a  recognizance  with  two  fureties  in  the  penal  fum  of 
fifty  pounds,  to  be  levied  of  his  goods  and  chattels,  lands,  and 
tenements,  to  the  ufc  of  the  King's  and  Queen's  majefties,  their 
heirs  and  fticceflbrs,  for  his  producing  the  fame ;  and  if  he  can- 
not give  fuch  fecurity,  to  commit  him  to  prifon,  there  to  re- 
main until  he  has  produced  fuch  certi^cates,  or  two  witne(res, 
as  aforefaid.

led Sunday^  (hall  be  ftill  in  force,  and  executea  againft  all  per- 
fons that  offend  againft  the  faid  laws,  except  fuch  perfons  come 
to  feme  congregation  or  aflembly  of  religious  wormip,  allowed 
or  permitted  by  this  a<ft.

W£  your  Majefties  mojl  dutiful  and  hfyal  fubjeffs^  the  commons 
aJemMed  in  parliament^  having  entred  into  a  ferious  confide^ 
ration  of  the  extraordinary  occafions  which  engage  your  Majefties  in  a 
great  andprefent  expencefor  the  neceffary  defence  of  your  realms  ^  and 
being  dejirous  to  raife  proportionable  aids  andfupplieSy  do  humbly  pre- 
font  your  Majefties  with  the  free  pfi  of  the  rates  and  afjeffments  here^ 
in  after  mentioned^  and  bejeech  yottr  Majefties  that  it  may  be  enabled ; 
jfl.  And  be  it  enabled  by  the  King  and  Queen's  moft  excellent 
0ujefties,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiri- 
tual  and  temporal,  and  commons  in  this  prefent  parliament  af- 
fembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.  That  their  Majefties 
(hall  have  and  recdve  the  rates  and  afifeiTments  herea(ter  men- 
tioned, of  and  from  every  perfon,  fpiritual  and  temporal,  of 
what  e(hte  or  degree  foever  he  or  they  be  ;  which  faid  rates  or 
afieffinents  (hall  be  taxed,  a(re(red,  levied  and  paid  into  their 
Majefties  receipt  of  exchequer,  according  to  the  tenor  of  this 
ifiiy  and  in  manner  and  form  following;  (that  is  to  (ay)  That 

all 
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all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons,  bodies  politick  and  oorporatt, 
guilds  and  fraternities  within  this  kingdom  oiEngbmi^  dominion 
of  H^iJiS^  and  town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweedy  having  any  ^ate 
in  goods,  wares,  merchandi^s,  or  other  chattels  or  perfonal 
«(hte  whatfoever,  either  in  their  own  pofleflion,  or  in  the  pof- 
feflion  of  others  in  truft  for  them,  (except,  and  out  of  die  pro* 
mifles  deducted,  fuch  fums  of  money  as  he  or  they  do  hna  fidi 
owe,  and  alTo  the  ftock  upon  lands,  and  Aich  goods  as  are  ufinl 
for  hou(hold-ftuff)  (hall  yield  and  pav  unto  their  Majefties  twelve 
pence  in  the  pound,  according  to  tne  true  yearly  profit  thereof 
tor  one  year,  to  be  aflefled,  levied  and  coilemd  in  manner  here- 
in after  mentioned  \  (that  is  to  fay)  for  every  hundred  pounds 
worth  of  fuch  goods,  wares,  merchandizes,  or  other  chattels,  or 
perfonal  eftate,  the  fum  of  fix  (hillings ;  and  fo  after  that  rate 
tor  every  greater  or  lefier  quantity. 

IIL  And  be  it  further  enadted  by  the  authority  aforeiaid,That 
mil  and  every  peribn  and  perfons,  commiflioner  and  commiflion* 
ers,  having,  ufing  or  exercifing  any  office,  or  imployment  of 
profit  (fuch  military  officers  who  are  or  (hail  be  in  mufter,  or 
pay  in  their  Majefties  army  or  navy  only  excepted)  (hall  yield 
and  pay  unto  their  Majefties  the  fum  of  twelve  pence  for  cvoy 
twenty  (hillings,  which  he  or  they  do  receive  in  one  year  by  vir* 
tue  ot  any  fees,  profits  accruing  to  him  or  them,  by  rea(on  or 
occafibn  of  their  feveral  offices  or  employments,  to  be  aflefled, 
impofed,  levied  and  colleded,  in  fuch  manner  as  hereafter  is 
mentioned.  And  to  the  end  a  further  aid  and  fupply  for  their 
Majefties  occafions  may  be  raifed  by  a  charge  upon  all  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  with  as  much  equality  and  indif- 
fercncy,  as  is  pofTiblc  by  a  pound  rate  of  twelve  pence  (br  every 
twenty  (hillings  of  the  true  yearly  value  for  one  year  only  and  no 
longer; 

IV.  Be  it  further  enaded  by  the  author!^  aforefaid.  That  all 
and  every  the  manors,  mefiuages,  lands  ana  tenements,  as  well 
freehold  as  copyhold,  as  alfo  all  quarries,  all  and  every  the 
mines  of  coal,  tin  or  lead,  and  all  iron  works  and  fait  works, 
all  allom  mines  or  works,  all  parks,  chafes,  warrens,  woods, 
underwoods  and  copices,  fi(hings,  tythes,  tolls,  and  all  other 
yearly  profits  and  hereditaments  of  what  nature  or  kind  foever 
they  oe,  fituate,  lying  and  bein^,  happening  and  arifing  with-* 
in  me  kingdom  ox  England^  dominion  oilVaTes^  or  town  of  Ber* 
wick  upon  Tweedy  or  within  any  the  counties,  cities,  boroughs, 
towns,  divi(ions,  ridings,  hundreds,  lathes,  wapentakes,  pa- 
ri(hes  and  phces  thereof  as  well  within  ancient  demefne  and 
other  liberties  and  privileg'd  places  as  without,  (hall  be,  and  are 
hereby  charged  for  one  year  only  and  no  longer,  with  the  fum 
of  twelve  pence  for  every  twenty  (hillings  of  the  true  yearly  va- 
lue. And  all  and  every  perfon  and  perlons,  bodies  politick  and 
corporate,  guilds,  myfteries,  fraternities  and  brotherhoods,  whe- 
ther corporate  or  not  corporate,  having  or  holding  in  hiS|  her 
or  their  actual  poflfeflion,  any  manors,  meiTuages,  lands,  tene- 
ments, or  oilier  thbher^it^ment9  or  premifio^i  (hall  yield  an4 

pay 
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pay  unto  their  Majeftie$  tbe  fum  of  twelve  pence  for  every 
twenty  (hillings  by  the  yeir,  which  the  faid  manors,  meflfuages^ 
lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  other  the  premifles  are 
now  worth  to  be  leafed,  if  the  fame  were  truly  and  hmafiii  leaf- 
ed or  demifed  at  a  rack  rent,  and  according  to  the  full  true  year- 
hr  value  thereof,  without  any  refpeA  had  to  the  prefent  rents  re<r 
ferved  for  the  fame,  if  (uch  rents  have  been  referved  upon  fuch 
kafes  or  eftates  made  for  which  any  fine  or  income  hath  been 
paid  or  (ecured,  and  without  any  refpeA  had  to  any  former 
rates  or  taxes  thereupon  impofcd  :  which  (aid  fum  of  twelve 
pence  for  every  twenty  (hillines  by  the  year  of  the  faid  true  year- 
ly value  of  die  premiifes  (hall  be  afleflfed,  levied  and  colleAed  in 
manner  hereafter  mentioned,  and  (hall  be  paid  into  the  receipt 
tJi  their  Majefties  exchequer  by  two  equal  paymeqts  ;  the  fird 
payment  thereof  to  begin  and  to  be  made  upon  the  firft  day  of 
Diomkr^  which  (hall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thouiand 
fix  hundred  eighty  and  nine. 

y.  And  whereas  many  of  the  manors,  mefluages,  lands,  te- 
nements, tythes,  hereditaments  or  premifles  intended  by  this 
aft  to  be  charged  with  the  pound  rate,  as  afbrefaid,  ftand  in- 
cumbred  with,  or  are  fubjeft  and  liable  to  the  payment  of  feve- 
ral  rent-charges  or  annuities  {(Tuing  out  of  the  (ame,  or  to  the 
payment  of  divers  fee-farm  rents,  rents-(iervice,  or  other  rents 
thereupon  referved,  by  reafon  whereof  the  true  owners  and 
proprietors  of  fuch  manors,  meffuages,  lands,  tenements,  he- 
reditaments and  premifles,  do  not  in  truth  receive  to  their  own 
life  the  full  yearly  value  of  the  fame,  for  which  neverthelefs 
they  are  by  this  a6t  chamd  to  pay  the  full  pound  rate  of  twelve 
pence  for  every  twenty  (hillings  c^  thte  true  yearly  value. 

VI.  It  is  therefore  declared  and  enaAed  ny  the  authority  a- 
fbrefaid.  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  land* 
lords,  owners  and  proprietors  of  fuch  manors,  mefluages,  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  and  premifles  as  are  charged  with  the 
pound  rate  as  af<»ielaid,  to  abate  and  dedu^  and  to  retain  and 
keep  in  his  or  their  hands  twelve  pence  in  the  pound  out  of  eve- 
ry fee-fimn  rent,  and  other  annual  rent  or  payment  charged  up* 
on,  or  iffiiing  out  of  the  premifles,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  there- 
opon  re(erv^ ;  and  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons,  bodies  po« 
wick  or  corporate,  being  indebted  in  axw  fum  or  fums  of  mo- 
ney upon  contract  for  intereft,  (hall,  for  the  better  enabling 
diem  to  pay  and  bear  the  rates  and  charges  herein  before  refpec- 
threly  impofed  upon  them,  be  allowed  bv  virtue  of  this  aA,  af- 
ter the  rate  of  twelve  pence  in  the  poun^  out  of  all  fuch  intereft 
inoney  which  (hall  be  paid  and  grow  due  for  any  time  between 
the  diirtieth  day  of  Novemher  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty 
nine,  and  the  tnirtieth  day  of  Ncvembir  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred ninety,  by  his  or  their  refpeAive  creditor  or  creditors,  oat, 
of  the  debts  fo  by  them  owing,  as  aforefaid,  and  may,  and  are 
hereby  enabled  to  deduft,  retain  and  difcount  the  fame,  any  con- 
tnSt  or  agrcemeat,  mortgage,  -bond,  condition,  provifion,  or 
piber  fffiininpe  t9  t}if  comrary  it}  any  wife  notwithf^sijnding  \  anc) 
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all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  who  arc  or  fhall  be  any  way  in- 
tituled to  fuch  rents  and  annual  payments,  are  hereby  required 
to  allow  fuch  dedu6tions  and  payments  upon  the  receipt  of  tha 
refidue  of  fuch  moneys  as  (hall  be  due  and  payable  to  them,  a& 
aforefaid ;  and  all  tenants  are  hereby  faved  harmlefs  from,  any 
further  payment  of  the  twelve  pence  in  the  pound  fo  dedudtea, 
as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  fame  had  been  paid  into  his  Maje<« 
jefties  exchequer,  or  to  fuch  creditor  or  other  perfon  to  whom 
the  fame  would  otherwife  have  become  due  and  payable. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  authority  aforefaid. 
That  for  the  better  aflefling,  ordering,  levying  and  colleding  of 
the  feveral  fums  of  money  fo  as  aforefiud  limited  and  appointed 
to  be  paid,  and  for  the  more  effectual  putting  of  this  prefent  zA 
in  execution,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawnil  for  their  Majefties  to 
iffuc  out,  or  Caufe  to  be  UTued  out  under  the  great  feal  ot  England^ 
fuch  and  fo  many  commi(rions  as  their  Majefties  (hall  think  (it, 
and  therein  and  thereby  to  nominate,  conftitute  and  appoint  fuch 
and  fo  many  perfons  being  refident,  and  having  real  eftates  to 
the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  a  year,  in  the  refpedive  coun- 
ties or  (hires  for  which  they  (hall  be  fo  nominated  to  be  cotxi^ 
mi(rioners  for  putting  this  prefent  a<5l:  in  execution,  and  alfo  fo 
many  of  them  to  be  of  a  quorum  as  their  Majefties  (hall  think  con-k 
yenient  for  the  execution  of  this  aA ;  which  faid  commidionen 
fo  as  afore(aid  to  be  nominated  and  appointed,  (hall  in  the  xt^ 
fpe<5live  counties,  cities,  boroughs,  divi(ions,  towns  and  placet 
for  which  they  (hall  be  appointed  commiflioners  re(jpeAively, 
meet  together  at  the  moft  ufual  or  common  place  ot  meeting 
within  each  of  the  (aid  counties,  cities,  boroughs,  divifions,  towns 
^nd  places  refpe6UveIy,  at  or  before  the  third  day  of  September^ 
whicii  (hall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
eighty  nine,  or  fuch  other  day  as  their  Majefties  by  their  com- 
miffion  (hall  appoint ;  and  the  faid  commiflioners,  or  fo  many 
hi  them  as  (hall  be  prefent  at  the  firft  general  meeting,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  may  by  their  confents  and  agreements  divide 
IS  well  themfelves  as  otner  the  commi(Boners  not  then  prefent, 
tot  the  execution  of  this  a£t,  in  hundreds,  lathes,  wapentakes, 
rapes,  wards,  towns  and  other  places  within  thehr  limits,  privi- 
leged or  not  privil^d,  in  fuch  manner  and  form  as  to  them 
(hall  feem  expedient ;  and  (hall  diredt  their  feveral  or  joynt  pre* 
tept  or  precepts  to  fuch  inhabitants,  high  con(bibles,  petty  con- 
ftables,  bailiffs,  and  other  like  officers  and  minifters,  and  fucb 
number  of  them  as  they  in  their  difcretions  (hall  think  moft  con- 
venient, requiring  them  to  appear  before  the  faid  commiflion- 
ers at  fuch  place  and  time,  not  exceeding  ten  days,  as  they  (hall 
appoint ;  and  at  fuch  their  appearances  the  £ud  commiffioners 
fliall  openly  read  or  caufe  to  be  read  unto  them,  the  rates  and 
aiTeirments  in  this  aA  mentioned,  and  alfo  openly  declare  the 
cffecft  of  their  charge  to  them,  and  how,  and  in  what  manner 
they  ought  and  (hould  make  their  certificates,  and  how  thej 
ought  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  this  aft,  according  to  the 
rates  ^orefaid  ^  and  if  any  )ugh  ponftgbles^  petty  c<9«iftables^ 
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bailiifs,  inhabitants,  or  other  officers  or  minifters  to  whom  any 
precept  (hall  be  directed,  (hall  abfent  themrelves,  without  law-« 
ful  excufe  .to  be  made  out  by  the  oaths  of  two  credible  witnefles, 
or  if  any  perfon  appearing  (hall  refufe  to  (erve»  then  every  fuch 
perfon  fo  maidng  default,  or  refiifing  to  ferve,  (hall  for  every 
time  of  fuch  debivlt  or  refufal,  forfeit  and  lofe  unto  their  Maje- 
fties  fuch  fum  as  the  commi(rioners,  or  the  major  part  of  them 
being  prefent,  (hall  think  fit,  not  exceeding  the  fum  of  forty  (hil- 
lings :  and  at  or  after  fuch  general  meeting  bad,  and  charge  giv- 
en as  afore(aid,  the  faid  commi(rioners  (lull  take  care  that  war- 
ranu  be  i(rued  forth,  and  direded  to  two  at  the  leaft  of  the  moft 
aUe  and  fufficient  inhabitants  of  each  pari(h,  town(hip  or  place 
within  their  refpedtive  divifions,  thereby  appointing  and  requir- 
ing them  to  be  afleflbrs  of  all  and  every  the  rates  and  duties  by 
this  adt  impofed,  and  (hall  therein  alfo  appoint  and  prefix  a  cer* 
tain  day  and  place  for  the  faid  adefTors  to  appear  before  them» 
and  to  oring  in  their  certificates  in  writing,  of  the  names  and 
fimames  of  everjr  perfon  dwelling  and  refiding  within  the  limits 
of  thoib  places  with  which  they  mall  be  charged,  and  of  the  fub- 
ftances  and  values  of  every  of  them  in  goods,  chattels,  or  other 
perfonal  eftate,  ((lock  upon  land,  and  goods  ufed  for  hou(hold- 
ftuff  excepted)  or  in  offices  or  imployments  of  profit :  and  the 
£ud  afieflbrs  are  therein  alfo  to  be  required,  and  are  hereby  en- 
joyned  to  afcertain  and  inform  themfelves  by  all  lawful  ways  and 
means  they  can,  of  the  true  and  full  rate  and  valuation  of  the 
true  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  all  manors,  me(ruages,  lands, 
tenements,  as  alfo  all  quarries,  mines  of  coal,  tin,  or  lead,  all 
iron-works  and  fait- works,  allom  mines  or  works,  parks,  chafes, 
warrens,  woods,  underwoods,  and  copices,  filhings,  tythes, 
tolls,  and  other  hereditaments,  of  what  nature  or  kind  (oever, 
(ituate,  lying  and  being,  happening  and  arifing  within  the  limits 
of  thofe  places  with  which  they  (hall  be  charged ;  and  being  fQ 
thereof  afcertained  they  are  to  afTefs  all  and  every  the  faid  ma- 
nors, mdliiages,  lands,  tenements  and  premi(]&s  oefore  appoints 
ed  to  be  charged  after  the  rate  of  twelve  pence  for  every  twenty 
(hillings  of  the  true  yearly  value  as  the  fame  are  let  for,  or  arc^ 
wonh  to  be  let  at  the  time  of  the  a(re(rmg  thereof  as  aforefaid, 
and  to  hnng  with  them  at  the  time  and  place  fo  as  aforefaid  pre- 
fixed for  their  appearance  a  certificate  in  writing  of  the  faid  af- 
fe(&nent,  and  (hall  then  alfo  return  the  names  of  two  or  more 
able  and  fufficient  per(bns  living  within  the  limits  and  bounds  of 
thofe  pari(hes,  town(hips,  conftablewicks,  or  places  where  they 
Ihall  be  chargeable  relpe<5tively,  to  be  colIc<5lors  of  the  mon^s 
to  be  paid  to  their  Majedies  by  this  adl ;  for  whofc  paying  in  to 
the  head  coUedors  in  manner  hereafter  mentioned,   fuch  mo- 
peys  as  they  (hall  be  charged  withal,  the  parlfh  or  place  where- 
in they  are  fo  imployed  (hall  be  anfwerable.    And  if  any  aifei- 
fors  fo  as  aforefaid  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  fliall  neglect  or 
refufe  to  ferve,  or  (liall  make  default  at  the  time  appointed  for 
his  appearance  (not  having  a  lawful  excufe  to  be  witnelTed  by 
the  patM  ^  ^^o  credible  witnc/Tcs,  which  oath  the  faid  commi(f> 

fioners, 
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doners,  or  any  two  of  them  have  power  to  adminifter)  every 
fuch  afleflbr  (hall  for  every  fuch  negled,  refufal  or  default,  for- 
feit and  lofe  unto  their  Majefties  fuch  fum  as  the  commiffioners 
ihall  think  fit,  not  exceeding  the  fum  often  pounds :  and  every 
aifleflbr  fo  as  aforefaid  appointed  or  to  be  appointed,  (hall  before 
he  take  upon  him  the  execution  of  the  faid  imployment  take  an 
oath  to  be  adminiffared  in  thefe  words  fidlowing ; 

'  O  U  (hall  fwear,  well  an ^  truly  to  execute  the  duty  of  an 
afleflbr,  and  to  cau(e  the  rates  and  duties  impoied  by  an 
a  A,  intituled.  Ah  altfwr  a  grant  to  their  Majefiies  of  an  aid  oftwehe 
fence  in  the  pound  for  one  year^  for  the  mtefforj  defence  of  their 
reabttSy  to  be  duly  and  impartisdly  aflefled,  according  to  the  beft 
of  your  (kill  and  knowledge,  ana  therein  you  (hall  (pare  no  per- 
fon  for  favour  or  aflfedtion,  nor  any  perfon  grieve  for  hatred  or 
iUwill^ 

So  help  yoK  God. 

Which  oath  any  two  commiflioners  in  the  county  where  tht 
fiud  t(re(rmeAt  is  to  be  made  have  hereby  power,  and  are  requir-* 
ed  to  adminifter. 

VIIL  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  rates  and  afleifinents  upon  all  goods,  chattels,  perfo- 
nal  eftate,  offices  and  publick  places  and  imployments  charged 
by  this  zSt  (hall  be  afcertained,  and  the  certificates  thereof  re- 
turned to  the  commi(Boners  upon  or  before  the  twelfth  day  of 
O^oberj  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty  nine,  unlefs  the  com- 
miffioners  (hall  think  fit  to  give  further  time ;  and  alfo  the  tax<» 
ations  and  afleffinentft  of  the  pound  rate  of  twelve  pence  in  the 
pound  for  every  twenty  (hillings  of  the  yearly  value  of  all  mefiiia- 
ges,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premifles  charged  by 
this  ^A,  (hall  be  made  and  afcertained,  and  the  feveral  and  re- 
(pedlive  certificates  thereof  returned  in  to  the  commiflioners,  up-

likewife  deliver  or  caufe  to  be  delivered  other  copies  thereof  (o 
figned  and  fealed  unto  the  head  colleAors  and  receivers'general, 
according  to  their  feveral  and  refpeAive  collections  and  receipts; 
and  moreover  the  commi(fioners  (hall  caufe  a  true  copy  or  ex- 
tratfl  of  the  whole  fums  aflefled  and  charged  within  every  hun- 
dred, lathe,  wapentake,  pari(bj  ward,  or  place,  rated  or  zSttkA 

in 
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in  puiiuance  of  this  ad,  and  of  the  vihole  Aims  rated  or  aflefl^ 
ed  upon  peifonal  eftatei,  oflkes  or  ctapioyment^  to  be  certified 
and  tranfmitted  into  their  Mafefties  cpurt  of  exchequer,  under 
the  hands  and  ieals  of  any  two  or  more  of  the  commiflioners, 
but  without  namini;  the  perfons  in  fuch  their  certificates ;  am} 
this  the  faid  commiflioners  (hall  canfe  to  be  done  upon  or  before 
the  twenty  fifth  dav  ot  Nwmbir  then  next  enfi^ing,  or  within 
thirty  days  after,  all  appeals  to  them  made  being  firtl  determin- 
ed \  and  the  King's  remembrancer  in  the  exchequer  for  the  time 
being  (hall,  and  is  hereby  required  within  three  months  sAer  the 
duplicates  of  the  laft  pavment  fliall  be  tranfinitted  to  him,  to 
tranfimribe  all  the  (chedufes  and  duplicates  of  the  fums  returned 
to  him,  from  and  for  every  refpedive  county,  riding,  city  and 
town,  and  eveiy  hundred,  wapentake,  pari(h,  divifion,  town  and 
place  therein,  in  a  book  of  parchment,  in  alphabetical  order, 
and  in  a  fair  legible  hand-writing ;  and  within  three  months  af- 
ter the  fame  (hall  be  fo  by  him  received,  (hall  tranfmit  all  and 
every  the  fame  fchedules  and  duplicates  to  the  office  of  the  writer 
of  tne  talleys,  commonly  called  the  auditors  of  the  receipt  of 
the  exchequer,  who  is  herebv  likewife  authorifed  and  required 
to  enter  the  fame  in  the  like  alphabetical  order,  in  another  book 
of  parchment  fairly  written,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpofe. 

IX.  And  be  it  funher  enacted  By  the  authority  atorefaid.

mand all  and  every  the  rates  and  a^flinenu  herein  mentioned, 
which  are  l;ud  upon  perfons  in  refped  of  their  eoods  or  offices, 
and  to  make  fuch  demands  of  the  parties  themfelves  within  fix 
<faiys  after  the  receipt  of  fuch  warrant,  and  to  levy  and  pay  in 
the  fame,  upon  or  before  the  feventh  day  of  Novimbtr  m  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty  nine,  or  with- 
m  twenty  days  after,  at  fuch  place  as  the  commiffioners  (hall  apr 
point,  unto  their  refpe6live  head  colledtors,  who  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  <^1  upon,  and  haften  their  fubcoliedtors  to  the  faid 
payment ;  and  at  or  upon  the  fourteenth  day  of  NoxHmber  then 
next  enfuing,  or  within  twenty  days  after,  to  levy  by  warrant 
vnder  the  hands  and  feals  of  any  two  or  more  of  the  laid  com- 
miffioners,  by  diftrefs  upon  the  fubcolIcAors  reTpeAively,  fuch 
fum  and  (ums  of  money,  as  by  him  or  them  ought  to  have  been 

Eid,  and  is,  or  are  not  paid  by  reafon  of  his  failure  in  doing 
s  duty  according  to  the  diredions  of  this  aA,  fo  as  evoy  head 
colle<ftor  may  make  payment  unto  the  receiver  general  of  the 
fiud  county,  city,  or  place,  the  ftill  fums  by  him  to  be  paid  on 
llie  thirtieth  day  of  Nwembtr  aforefaid,  or  within  twenty  days 
after  :  and  the  receiver  general  is  likewife  required  to  call  upon 
•nd  haften  the  (aid  head  coUeftors,  and  to  pay  what  he  (hall  fo 
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receive  from  the  (aid  head  colledors,  into  their  Majefties  receipt 
of  exchequer,  upon  or  befcne  the  firft  day  oi  December  aforefaid, 
or  within  thirty  days  after,  to  the  end  that  all  and  every  the 
rates  and  aflemnents,  which  by  this  ad  are  impofed  upon  any 
peribn  or  perfons,  in  refped  ot  his  or  their  goods  and  chattels, 
or  offices  or  employments,  may  be  fpeedil]^  brought  into  their 
Majefties  receipt  of  exchequer,  and  there  paid  m  upon  or  befcH^ 
the  faid  firft  day  of  December^  ot  within  thirty  days  after,  at  one 
entire  payment.  And  the  faid  fubcoUeAors  are  alfo  required  and. 
enjoyned  to  levy  one  moiety  of  the  pound  rate  charged  upon  all 
mefuiages,  lands>  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premifles,  as 
afbrefaid,  within  fix  days  after  the  receipt  of  fuch  warrants,  and 
to  pay  the  fiime  unto  their  refpedtive  head  coUedors,  on  or  be- 
fore the  feventh  day  of  November  aforelaid,  or  within  twenty 
days  after ;  and  the  faid  head  coUedors  are  to  haften  the  faid 
fubcolledors ;  and  in  cafe  the  fame  ihall  not  be  coUeded  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  negled  or  failure  of  duty  in  the  laid  fubcoUedors,  th» 
£iid  head  colledors  are  to  proceed  againft  them  by  diftrefs  in  like 
manner,  and  by  like  warrant  as  aforefaid.  And  every  head  col* 
ledor  is  hereby  required  to  make  payment  of  what  fhall  be  fo 
levied  or  received  unto  the  receiver  general  of  the  faid  county, 
city  or  place,  upon  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  ar 
foraaid,  or  within  tiyentv  days  after ;  and  the  receiver  general 
is  likewife  requhed  to  call  upon  and  haften  the  faid  head  collec- 
tors, and  to  pay  what  he  fhall  receive  from  the  faid  head  collect- 
tors  unto  their  Majefties  receipt  of  exchequer,  upon  or  bdbre 
the  firft  day  of  December  aforeUid,  or  within  thiity  days  after^ 
to  the  end  that  the  firft  payment  of  the  faid  pound  rate  of  twelve 
pence  in  every  twenty  fhillings  yearly,  may  by  that  time  be  fid- 
IV  anfwered  and  paid  in  to  their  Majefties :  anid  the  fubcoUedors 
mall  alfo  levy  the  other  moiety  of  the  faid  pound  rate,  charged 
as  aforefaid,  upon  or  before  the  feventh  day  of  February  then 
next  enfuing,  or  within  twentv  days  after,  and  (hall  alfo  pay 
the  fame  unto  the  faid  head  colle6Vors  upon  or  before  the  four- 
teenth day  of  February  aforefaid,  or  within  twenty  days  after  ; 
and  the  faid  head  colledors  (hall  make  payment  thereof  to  the 
receiver  general  of  the  faid  county,  city  or  place,  upon  or  be- 
fore the  twenty  eighth  dxy  of- February  aforefaid,  or  within  twen- 
ty days  after  :  and  the  faid  receiver  general  is  alfo  required  to 
make  payment  of  all  which  he  (hall  fo  receive,  into  their  Maje* 
fties  receipt  of  exchequer,  upon  or  before  the  firft  day  of  March 
then  next  enfuing,  or  within  thirty  days  after,  to  the  end  that 
the  fccond  payment  of  the  faid  pound  rate  fo  charged  as  afore- 
faid, may  by  that  time  be  fully  anfwered  and  paid  in  to  their 
Majefties ;  and  all  commiflioners,  colledors  and  receivers,  are

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X.  And  it  is  fimher  enaded  and  declared  bv  the  authority  a« 
forelaidy  That  the  moneys  received  by  the  fubcolledtors  within 
the  rdTpeflive  divifions  or  hundreds^  mall  from  time  to  time  be 
duly  paid  to  the  head  colleiftor,  whofe  receipt  (hall  be  a  fufficient 
difcharge  unto  every  fuch  fufaicoUeAor ;  which  fubcolledtor  for 
gatherii^  the  fiud  particular  Aims,  (hall  retain  in  his  hands  for 
every  twenty  (hillings  by  him  fo  paid,  three  pence,  as  a  reward 
far  his  pains  and  fervice ;  and  the  head  coUedor  (hall  according* 
ly  pay  over  the  faid  moneys  unto  the  receiver  seneral  of  each 
county,  city  or  place  refpedively,  in  manner  atore(aid ;  which 
head  coUedor  or  coUeAors  (hall  be  nominated  add  appointed  by 
the  receivers  general  of  the  refpedive  counties ;  which  faid  rt^ 
cdvers  general  (hall  be  anfwerable  for  all  fuch  fums  of  monev  as 
(hall  be  by  him  or  them  colledted  or  received  ;  and  that  no  (ub- 
ooUeAor  mall  be  enforced  to  travel  above  thefpace  of  ten  miles 
for  the  payment  of  the  faid  moneys  that  (hall  be  by  him  colled- 
cd  or  received  $  and  the  faid  receiver  general's  acquittance  (hall 
be  a  (iiffietent  difcharge  unto  every  fuch  head  colledor,  who  (hall 
retain  in  his  hands  for  every  twenty  (hillings  fo  by  him  paid  one 
peny,  as  a  reward  for  his  pains  and  fervice ;  and  the  receiver 
general  (hall  pay  the  whole  fums  by  him  received,  unto  the  re- 
ceipt of  their  Majefties  exchequer,  in  fuch  manner,  and  at  or 
bemre  fuch  days  and  times  as  are  Imein  before  limits,  and 
'fludl  have  an  allowance  of  two  pence  in  the  pound  for  all  mo- 
neys-which  (hall  be  by  him  paid  into  the  receipt  of  the  exche-* 
qner,  upon  or  before  the  tiote  prefixed  in  this  ad.  And  for  the 
careful  writing  and  tranfiaribing  the  (aid  wanrants,  edreats  and 
duplicates  in  mie  time,  it  is  further  enaded.  That  the  commif- 
£ofiers  clerks,  who  (hall  refpeAively  perform  the  fame,  fliall  by 
warrant  under  two  or  more  of  the  commiflSoners  hands,  have 
and  recdve  from  the  refpedive  head  coUedors,  one  peny  in  the 
pound  of  aH  fuch  moneys  as  he  or  they  (hall  have  received  by 
▼iraie  of  fuch  warrants  and  eftreats,  who  are  hereby  appointed 
and  allowed  to  pay  the  fame  accordingly;  and  if  any  perfon 
fliall  ncgleA  or  retilfe  to  pay  the  (everal  rates  and  a(ie(Unent8 
wherewith  he  is  charged  by  this  aft,  for  or  in  refpecl  of  his  goods, 
dattels,  perfonal  e(bte,  offices  or  employments,  and  which  he 
ought  to  pay,  if  the  pound  rate,  or  any  payment  thereof,  fo  as 
afivefidd  charged  upon  any  manors,  meffuages,  lands,  tene* 
ments,  hereditaments  and  premifles  (hall  be  negleded  or  refuf^ 
cd  to  be  paid,  then  upon  demand  made  by  the  officer  or  colleAor 
of  the  place,  accordim  to  the  precept  or  eftreat  to  him  deliver^ 
«d  by  the  faid  oommimoners,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and 
for  fuch  officer  or  collector,  and  they  are  hereby  required  for 
non-payment  thereof,  to  diftrain  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  refu& 
ii^  or  negleding  to  pay,  by  his  or  their  goods  or  chattels,  or  to 
diftrain  in  and  upon  the  meffiiages,  lands  and  tenements  fo 
charged ;  and  the  goods  and  chattds  then  and  there  found,  and 
the  diihefs  (b  uken,  to  keep  by  the  fpace  of  four  days  at  the 
cofts  and  charges  of  the  owner  thereof;  and  if  the  (aid  owner 
do  not  pay  the  fum  of  money  due  by  tljis  afi,  within  the  faid 
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feur  days,  then  the  iaid  diftrefs  to  be  apprized  by  two  or  three 
of  Uie  inhabitants  where  the  fiud  diftreft  is  taken^  and  there  to 
be  fold  by  the.faid  officer  or  coUeAor,  for  the  payiMnt  of  the 
fiud  money,  and  the  overplus  coming  by  the  faid  uile  (if  any  be) 
over  and  above  the  charges  of  taking  and  keeping  the  diratft, 
to  be  inimediately  reftoied  to  the  owner  thereof :  and  moreover, 
it  (hall  be  lawful  to  break  open  in  the  day-time  any  houfe,  and 
upon  warrant  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  any  two  or  more  of 
the  faid  commiflioners,  any  cheft,  trunk  or  box,  or  other  things 
where  goods  are,  and  cdl  to  their  affiftaiKe  the  conftablcs^ 
tythingmen,  or  headboroughs  within  the  counties,  towns  o^ 
places  where  any  refufal,  n^St  or  reGftance  (hall  be  made ; 
which  (aid  officers  are  hereby  required  to  be  aiding  and  affifting 
m  the  premifles. 

XL  And  be  it  further  enaded  b^  the  authority  afpre&id, 
That  yifhert  any  perfbn  or  perfons,  chargeable  with  any  rates 
or  adeffinents'l^  this  adt  impofed,  (hall  be  under  the  age  of  one 
and  twenty  years,  there,  and  in  every  iitdi  cafe  the  parents, 
guardians,  or  tutors  of  fuch  infants  re4)e^vety,  upon  defimk 
of  payment  by  fuch  infants,  (hall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  liMc 
to  and  chareeable  with  the  payments  which  fuch  infiuits  ought 
to  have  made ;  and  if  iiich  parents,  or  guardians,  or  tutors, 
<hall  neg^ed  or  refnfe  to  pay  as  aforefiud,  it  (haU  and  may  U^ 
lawful  to  proceed  againft  them  in  like  manner,  as  agunft  otiier 
peribn  or  perfons  making  dc&ult  of  payment,  as  herdn  befbit 
appointed  :  and  all  parents,  euanUans,  or  tutors,  making  pay- 
ment as  aforefaid,  (hall  be  allowed  all  and  every  the  fuma  lb 
paid  for  fudi  infants  upon  his  and  their  accompt :  and  the  feve« 
ral  and  refpeAive  tenants  of  all  and  every  the  meffiiaffes,  manors, 
lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises,  which  by  vir* 
tue  of  this  aA  (hall  be  charged  with  any  pound  rate,  as  afore- 
faid, are  hereby  required  and  authorized  to  pay  fuch  fum  und 
fums  of  mon^,  as  (hall  be  rated  upon  fuch  meduaffes,  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  and  premi(res,  and  to  deduA  out  of 
the  rents  fo  much  of  the  (aid  rates  as  in  reipeAof  the  (aid  rents 
payable  for  fuch  meffitages,  lands,  tenements,  hcreditamcnti, 
or  piemifles  the  landlord  mould  and  ought  to  bear ;  and  all  land«> 
lords,  both  mediate  and  immediate,  according  to  their  refpec* 
five  interefts,  are  hereby  required  to  allow  foch  deduAions  and 
payments  upon  receipt  of  the  refidue  of  the  rents ;  and  every  ic» 
nant  paying  the  faid  afleflment  of  the  pound  rate,  (hall  be,  and 
is  hei^rr  acquitted  and  dilcharged  for  fo  much  money  as  the 
Cud  afleiunent  (hall  amount  unto,  as  if  die  fame  had  been  ac^ 
tuallv  paid  unto  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  unto  whom  his  rent 
Should  have  been  due  azid  payable. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enaded.  That  every  perfon  rated  or 
affeded  for  his  office  or  employment,  (hall  be  rated,  and  pay  for 
his  faid  office  and  enfployinent  in  the  county,  city  or  place  when 
liich  office  or  employment  is  executed ;  and  every  peribn  who  is 
or  (hall  be  rated  tor,  or  in  refpeA  of  any  perfonal  e(hite  to  hiA 
iny  way  belonging,  (hall  be  ntted,  tad  the  fum  or  fiitkis  on  him 
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or  her  fet^  (hall  be  kvied  at  flich  places  where  he  or  (he  with  hir 
or  her  (ainily  (hall  be  refident  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  this 
z&  I  and  all  perfoos  not  being  hou(holders,  nor  having  a  certain 
place  of  rdidencej  (hall  be  taxed  at  the  pl«:e  where  they  are  re*- 
fidttiti  at  the  time  of  the  execution  ef  this  a& ;  and  if  any  per- 
ioa  who  ought  to  be  taxed  by  virtue  0f  this  aA>  (hall  at  the  time 
cf  his  a(Ie(2aientt  for  or  in  refped  of  his  ready  moneys,  or  per« 
fooal  eftate^  be  out  of  the  realm,  fuch  perfon  fliall  be  rated  there* 
fere  in  fuch  county^  city  or  place  where  he  was  laft  abiding  with- 
in the  realm  1  and  eveiy  P^r^n  who  (hall  be  rated  or  adeOed  ibr 
or  in  PstfcA  of  any  mefliiagest  manorsr  lands,  tenements,  he- 
reditamenu,  or  other  the  premides,  according  to  the  pound  rate 
oT  twelve  pence  in  every  twenty  (hillings  yearly,  as  afbre<aid, 
(hall  be  rated  and  aflefied  in  the  pbce  where  (uch  meffiages, 
manors,  lands,  tenements,  hereditamei^ts  and  premises  refpec« 
tively  do  lie,  and  not  eUewhere. 

3uII.  Provided  always^  That  if  any  peribn  or  perfons  having 
feveral  manfton  houfes  or  places  of  rdidence,  fliall  be  doubly 
charged  by  virtue  of  this  aA,  for  or  in  refpedl  of  his  or  their 
perfonal  eftate,  then  upon  certi(icate  made  by  two  or  more  of 
tlto  commiflioners  for  the  county,  city  or  place  (which  certifi- 
cate the  faid  commiflioners  are  required  to  give  without  delay, 
fee  or  reward)  of  his  or  their  laft  peribnal  refidence,  under  their 
hands  and  finds,  of  the  fum  or  fums  chaiged  upon  him  or  them, 
and  in  what  cajpacity  or  re(peA  he  or  they  were  fo  chamd ;  and 
upon  oath  made  of  fuch  certificate  before  the  oommii^mers  to 
whom  fuch  certificate  (hall  be  tendred  (which  oath  the  (aid  com- 
mifltoners  are  hereby  authorifed  to  adminifter)  then  the  perfon- 
and  perfons  fo  doubly  charged  (hall,  (or  fo  much  as  fiiali  be  fo 
certified,  be  dificharged  in  every  other  county,  city  or  place. 
And  if  any  peribn  that  ought  to  be  taxed  by  virtue  of  this  ad, 
for  or  in  refpedt  of  his  perfonal  eftate,  (hall  by  changing  his  place 
of  refidence,  or  by  any  other  fraud  or  covin  dcape  from  the 
taxation,  and  not  be  taxed,  and  the  fame  be  proved  before  the 
commiflknen  or  any  two  of  them,  or  before  any  two  jullices  of 
the  peace,  of  the  county  where  fuch  per(bn  dweqeth  or  refideth, 
at  any  time  within  fix  months  next  enfuing,  aftel^  fuch  tax  made, 
every  peribn  that  (hall  fo  efcap^  from  the  taxation  and  payment, 
(hall  be  chareed  upon  proof  thereof,  a(  the  double  value  of  fo 
much  as  he  inould  or  ought  to  have  been  taxed  at  by  this  a£t ; 
the  faid  double  value  upon  certificate  thereof  made  into  the  ex- 
chequer by  the  commilfioners  or  juftices  before  whom  fuch  proof 
(ball  be  made,  to  be  levied  ot'^the  goods,  lands  and  tenements 
of  fuch  perfons  towards  the  (upply  aforefaid. 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  commi(fioners  tliat  (hall  be  within  any  county,  city  or 
place  within  tlieir  re(be6tive  limits,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
(hall  rate,  tax  and  affefs  every  other  commifltoner  joyned  with 
them,  for  and  in  refpeift  of  the  goods,  chattels,  and  perfonal 
e&ite  whereof  fuch  commifiioner  fhall  be  poflefTed ;  and  alfo  for . 
ttd  in  refpcftpf  (heoflices  and  employments  of  profit,^  which  at 
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the  time  of  Aich  taxation  (hall  be  held  and  eitioyed  by  fuch  com* 
miflioner^  fo  as  the  refidence  and  ufual  dwdling-pUce  of  fudi 
commiflioner  fo  to  be  taxed,  be  within  the  divifion  of  fuch  com- 
miffioners  by  whom  he  is  taxed,  and  fo  as  the  office  or  employ- 
ment held  and  ei^oyed  bjr  fuch  commiflTioner  fo  to  be  taxed,  be 
likewife  to  be  exercifed  vnthin  the  divifion  or  limits  of  fuch  com- 
miflioners,  by  whom  he  is  to  be  taxed ;  and  the  commiffioners 
within  their  divifion  (hall  alfo  aile&  every  aflefibr  within  their  di- 
vifion, who  (hall  be  poflefled  of  any  jEOods  and  chattels,  or  other 
perfonal  eftate,  for  which  by  this  act  he  ought  to  be  rated  and 
aiTefled  ;  and  as  well  all  fums  upon  every  the  faid  commiflkm- 
ers  and  afiefibrs^  as  the  afieifinents  made  and  fet  by  the  afifefibrs 
aforefiud,  (hall  be  written,  e(fareated,  levied  and  gathered  as  it 
(hould  and  ought  to  have  been  if  tne  laid  commiflioners  had  not 
been  named  commiifioners. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enafled  and  oidadned  by  the  authority 
aforelaid.  That  all  and  every  peribn  and  perfons  having  any 
ihaie  or  (hares,  or  intereft  in  the  fre(h  ftream  of  running- water 
brought  to  the  north  parts  of  Lonim^  commonly  called  the  Niw 
RiviTi  or  in  the  Tbams  water-works ;  or  in  the  Hfdi-Pari  or 

vyhm  waters,  or  anjr  rents  or  profits  arifing  thertd>y ;  and  all 
ipn  and  perfons  havine  any  (hare  or  interm  in  the  (lock  or 
cks  for  printing  of  books  in  or  belonging  to  the  houfe  com- 
mcmly  odkd  the  King's  printing-houfe,  fliall  pay  fo/r  the  fan^e 
the  fum  of  one  (hilling  for  every  twenty  (hillings  of  the  dear 
yearly  value  thereof;  and  that  all  companies  of  merchants  in 
Lmm  charged  by  this  ad,  (hall  be  zfBmei  by  the  commiffion- 
ers to  be  nominated  and  appointed  for  the  faid  dty,  or  any 
three  of  them,  for  their  refpedtive  joynt  (tock  and  (locks  1  and 
all  and  eveiy  perfon  and  perfons  havine  any  (hare  or  (hares,  or 
intereft  in  the  New  River  water  brought  to  the  north  parts  of 
London^  or  in  the  Thames  water-works,  or  the  Hydi-Pmrk^  or 
Marybene  waters,  or  any  renu  or  profits  arifing  thereby  chargol 
'Iw  this  adt ;  and  al(b  the  faid  ftock  and  (hares  for  printing,  at 
aforefiiid,  (hall  be  aileflfed  for  the  fame  in  like  manner  by  the 
(aid  commiffioners  or  any  three  of  them,  after  the  rates  herdn 
contained ;  and  the  fiune  (hall  be  paid  to  fuch  perfon  or  pwrfims, 
as  the  (aid  commifliioners  (hall  appoint,  fay  the  governors  and 
treafurers  of  the  fiud  refpedlive  companies,  and  by  the  tr^urers 
of  the  faid  river-water  and  water- works,  and  ftock  for  prindngt 
and  be  deduced  at  and  out  of  their  next  dividends. 

XVI.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  dedared.  That  the 
feveral  rates  and  taxes,  to  which  the  loras  and  peers  of  this 
realm,  (hall  be  liable  by  virtue  of  this  aA,  iox  or  in  re(peft  of 
tbdr  perfonal  eftates  and  offices,  (hall  be  received  by  a  coUeAor, 
to  be  nominated  by  the  peers  $  which  fiud  colleAor  (hall  caufe 
the  (ame  to  be  paid  into  their  Majefties  recdpt  of  exchequer  at 
H'ejiminjierj  upon  or  before  the  firft  day  ot  Decemker^  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  (ix  hundr^  eighty  nine,  or  witb- 
jn  thirty  days  after, 
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XVn.  Provided  alio.  That  this  aA  fliall  not  extend  to  the  in- 
habitants of  Scctlandy  Ireland^  Jerfgyon  Gutmfn^  for  or  con- 
cerning any  fudi  perfonal  eftate  aforefaid,  which  they,  or  any 
to  their  ufe,  have  within  the  places  aforefaid,  or  to  any  who 
having  been  inhabitants  of  Inland^  and  have  fled  into  this  king- 
dom,  fince  the  firft  day  of  Nwember  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
eighty  eight,  for  or  concerning  any  perfonal  eftate^  which  they, 
or  any  to  thtir  ufe  have  in  this  kingdom  of  England^  or  in  the 
(aid  iungdom  of  Inland '^  and  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  certified, 
aflefled  or  rated,  for  or  in  refpeA  of  any  r^  or  perfonal  eftate,  or 
for  or  in  refpeA  of  any  matter  or  thing,  for  which  by  this  act  he 
or  they  may  be  rated  or  charged,  do  find  him  or  themfelves  a- 
jerieved  with  fuch  afl^ng  or  rating,  and  do  within  ten  days  after 
demand  thereof  made,  complain  to  the  commiflloners,  tne  ikid 
commiflioners,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  (whereof  one  of 
the  commiflioners  who  flgned  or  allowed  his  or  their  rate  to  be 
one)  (hall  and  may  withm  fourteen  days  after  fuch  complaint, 
particularly  examine  any  peribn  or  pmons  upon  his  or  their 
oath  (other  than  the  party  complaining :)  touching  the  value  of 
his  or  their  real  or  porfoiud  eftate,  and  other  the  matters  afore- 
fiud,  and  upon  due  examination,  or  knowledge  thereof,  <abate, 
defidk,  increafe  or  enlarge  the  faid  afleflfment ;  and  the  £ime  fo 
abated,  increafed  or  enhurged,  jhall  be  certified  or  eftreated  by 
them  into  the  exchequer  in  manner  aforefaid  ;  and  to  that  end 
the  faid  commiffioners  are  hereby  required,  to  meet  tc^edier  for 
die  determining  of  fuch  complaints  and  appeals  accordingly. 

XVIII.  And  it  is  ftirther  enaAed  by  the  authority  aforefiud. 
That  if  any  afleflbr,  colleftor,  receiver,  or  other  perion  appoint- 
ed by  the  commiflioners,  fliall  wiUully  negledt,  or  refufe  to  per- 
form his  duty  in  the  due  and  fpeedy  execution  of  this  adt,  the 
fiud  refpedive  commiflioners,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them, 
may  and  fliall,  by  virtue  of  this  adt,  impofe  on  fuch  perfon  and 
perlons,  fo  refufing  or  negledling  their  duties,  any  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding the  fum  of  five  pounds  for  any  one  offence,  the  fame  to 
be  levied  and  certified  as  s^orefaid,  into  his  Majefties  court  of 
excheauer,  and  charged  upon  the  refpedtive  receiver  general  a- 
mongft  the  reft  (rf*  the  rates  aforefaid  ;  and  the  faid  commiflion- 
ers, or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  may  or  fliall  from  time  to 
time  call  for,  and  require  an  accompt  from  the  refpedlive  receiver 
general,  of  all  the  moneys  received  by  him  of  the  faid  head  col- 
le<5tor8,  and  of  the  payment  thereof  into  his  Majefties  receipt 
<rf'  exchequer^  according  to  the  direction  of  this  a£t  \  and  in  cafe 
of  any  failure  in  the  premifles,  the  faid  commiflioners,  or  any 
two  or  more  of  them,  are  hereby  required  to  caufe  the  fame  to 
be  forthwith  levied,  and  paid  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  aA  ;  and  in  cafe  of  any  controverfic  arifing  be^ 
tween  the  faid  commiflioners,  concerning  any' rates  or  afl^- 
ments  to  be  laid  by  virtue  of  this  adt,  the  commiflioners  that 
fliall  be  concerned  therein  fliall  have  no  voice,  but  fliall  with^ 
dbraw  during  the  debate  of  fuch  controverfic,  until  it  be  deter- 
mined' by  £e  reft  of  the  commiflioners  i  and  all  queftions  and 
'  D3  dif. 
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diflferences  that  (hall  arife  touching  any  of  the  Aid  rates,  taxes, 
aiTeflments  or  levies,  (hall  be  heard  and  finally  determined  by 
two  or  more  of  the  commiflioners,  upon  complaint  thereof  to 
them  made,  by  any  petfon  or  perfons  ther^  grieved,  without 
further  trouble  or  fuit  in  law  ;  and  the  faid  receivers  general 
ftiall  give  acquittances  gnHts  to  the  faid  head  colleAors,  for  all 
moneys  of  them  receivnl ;  and  the  faid  head  coUedors  ihaU 
alfo  give  acouittanees  graiis  to  the  fubcoUeAors,  for  all  fiich 
inoneys  as  tnall  be  paid  bv  them  in  purfuance  of  thia  z& ; 
and  the  faid  fubcolleAors  mail  make  and  deliver  to  the  faid 
head  colleAors,  a  perfeA  fchedule  fairly  written  in  parchment 
under  their  hands  and  feala,  figned  and  allowed  by  any  two  or 
more  of  the  refeedtive  commiflioners^  containii^  the  namea^ 
iirnames,  And  places  of  abode,  of  every  perfon  within  their  re- 
ijpe^ive  (^lleAion,  that  (hall  make  default  of  payment  of  any  of 
the  fums  that  (hall  be  rated  or  afleffed  on  fudi  perfon  by  virtue 
of  this  aA,  where  no  fuflkient  diftrefs  is  to  be  found,  and  not 
otherwife,  ind  th^  fum  and  fums  charged  on  every  fuch  per(bn ; 
the  fame  fchedule  to  be  delivered  by  the  head  colledtor  to  ijm 
receiver  general  of  the  county,  city  or  place  refpedhvely,  to  be 
by  him  returned  into  their  Maiefties  cdurt  of  excnequer,  wherc^ 
iipon  every  perfon  fo  making  default  of  payment  may  be  charge 
CO  by  procefs  of  the  courts  according  to  the  courfe  of  the  court 
of  exchequer  in  fuch  cafes. 

XIX.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  authority  afbrefaidy 
That  no  leners  patents  granted  by  their  Majefties,  or  any  of 
their  royal  progenitors,  to  any  perfon  or  penbns,  cities,  bo- 
roughs or  towns  corporate  within  this  realm,  of  any  manner  of 
liberties,  priviledges,  or  exemptions  from  fubfidies,  tolls,  taxes^ 
aflefTments  or  aids,  (hzVi  be  conflrued  or  taken  to  exempt  any 
perfon  or  perfons,  city,  borough  or  town  corporate,  or  any  the 
inhabitants  of  the  fame,  from  the  burthen  and  cluu^  or  any 
fum  or  fums  of  money  granted  by  this  a6t;  but  that  all  and 
every  fuch  perfon  and  penbns,  Aty,  borough  and  town  corpo^ 
rale,  (hall  pay  their  proportions  Of  all  rates  and  afleffinents  by 
this  prefent  aA  impofed  (any  fuch  letters  patents,  grants  or 
charters,  or  any  claufe  of  mn  piftanti^  matter  or  thing  therein 
contained,  or  any  law,  (faitute,  cuftom  or  preicription,  totht 
contrary  notwith(faindine.) 

XX.  Provided  alfo.  That  no  perfon  inhabiting  in  any  city^ 
thorough  or  town  corporate,  (hall  be  compelled  to  be  any  afleflor 
or  collef^or  of,  or  for  any  part  of  the  rates  and  afleffinents  here* 
by  granted,  in  any  place  or  places  out  of  the  limits  of  the  faid 
borough  or  town  corporate. 

XXI.  Provided  alfo,  Tliat  nothing  In  this  zA  contained  (hall 
be  extended  to  charge  any  college  or  hall  in  either  of  the  uni* 
verfities,  or  the  colleges  of  U^ndfirj  EatOMy  JVinton  or  tVeft^ 
minJiiTy  or  any  hofpitals  or  almfhoufes,  or  any  free  fchool,  for 
pr  m  refpe^t  of  the  fcites  of  the  faid  colleges  or  halls,  or  hof** 
pitals,  or  almfhoufes,  or  free  (chool,  or  any  mafler,  fellow,  or 
fchohr  of  any  luch  coU^  or  haU,  or  in  any  ttther  fre^  fchoolsy 
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or  any  ra^lir,  officer  or  minifter  of  the  faid  univerfities,  coUcses 
or  fcbools,  or  of  any  aknfmen  of  any  ho(pital$  or  alinflu>utes» 
for  or  in  refyeSt  of  any  ftipend,  wages  or  profits  wbatToever, 
friiing  or  growing  dua  to  them  in  refped  of  the  iaid  feveral 
places  and  employments  in  the  faid  univerfides,  colleges,  halls, 
ichools,  hpfpitals  or  almftioufes,  nor  to  charge  any  cf  the  hou&s 
ft  lands  belonnng  to  Cbri/Ts  hofpital,  or  the  hoipitals  of  Saint 
fiarth^lomnvt  MridtWiU^  daint  Th$mtis^  and  BetbUhm  hofpitai 
within  the  city  of  Londin  and  borough  of  Soutbwarij  or  any  of 
them,  or  to  any  college  or  hall  in  either  of  the  univerfities,  or 
to  the  colleges  of  EatOftj  fFincbefter  or  JVtftminftir^  or  to  any 
liofpital,  almftiouie  or  free  ichool  whatfoever,  for  or  in  refpe^ 
of  any  rents  or  revenues  payable  to  the  (aid  hofpitals,  being  to 
be  received  and  diiburfed  for  the  immediate  ufe  and  relief  of 
ihepoor  in  the  faid hofpitals. 

XXIL  Provided,  That  no  tenants  iA  any  lands  or  houfes, 
by  leafe  or  gnmt  from  any  of  the  faid  hofpitals,  colleees,  halls, 
aunflioufes  or  free  fchools  (hall  claim  or  emoy  any  freedom  or 
pcempdon  by  this  acSt,  but  that  all  the  houies  and  lands  which 
they  fo  hold,  (hall  be  rated  for  fb  much  as  they  are  yearly 
worth,  over  and  above  the  rents  reCerved  and  payable  to  the 
^  hofpitals,  colleges,  halls,  almlhouies  or  free  fchools. 

XXUl.  Provided  alio.  That  where  any  perlbn  inhabidng 
within  the  city  oi  Lmdm^  or  any  other  city  or  town  corporate, 
lipth  his  dweUing-houfe  in  one  ^the  parimes  and  wards  there- 
in, and  hath  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandizes  chargeable  by 
dijs  aA,  in  one  or  more  of  the  other  pariihes  or  waras,  in  th^ 
fpile  city,  That  then  fuch  perfon  (hall  be  charged,  taxed  and 
aflefibd  tor  fuch  his  goods  or  merchandizes,  in  the  pari(h  or 
ward  where  he  dwell^,  and  not  elfewhere  in  the  faid  city. 

XXIV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  declared  and 
goaded  by  the  authority  aifore&id.  That  for  the  avoiding  all 
oMfaru^ons  and  delays  in  afleffing  and  colle6Hng  the  fiims 
which  by  this  act  are  to  be  rated  and  alTefled,  all  places,  con^ 
DiUewicIu,  divifions  and  allotments,  which  have  ufed  to  be 
rated  and  afleiied,  (hall  pay  and  be  aflefled  in  fuch  county,  hun-^ 
dred,  rape,  wapentake,  conftablewick,  divifion,  place  and  al- 
lotment as  the  fame  hath  heretofore  ufually  been  adefled  in, 
and  not  elfewhere. 

XXV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enaifted.  That  in 
cafe  any  lands  or  houfes  in  any  parifli,  place  or  conftablewick, 
ihall  lie  unoccupied,  and  no  diftrefles  can  be  found  on  the  fame, 
nor  the  perfon  of  the  true  owner  or  proprietor  can  be  found 
within  the  faid  county,  by  r^on  whereof  the  rate  and  afTeiT- 
ment  upon  fuch  unoccupied  lands  cannot  be  levied.  That  then 
upon  complaint  thereof  made  to  thecommiflloners,  for  the  coun- 
ty where  fuch  cafe'fhall  happen  to  be,  the  faid  commifTioners,  or 
any  two  or  more  of  them,  (hall  certifie  into  their  Majefties  court 
of  exchequer,  the  name  of  the  perfon  whofe  land  or  houfe  (b 
iieth  unoccupi^,  together  with  the  fum  thereupon  afiefTed, 
ifk^^tm&kQfV^  which  ^certificate 
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U  hereby  declared  to  be  a  fufficient  charge  upon  the  perfon  and 
)and  therein  named,  and  (hall  make  the  perfon  debtor  to  their 
Maiefties  for  the  fum  To  aflefled ;  and  the  court  of  exchequer 
ihall  ilTue  out  precefs  thereupon  againft  the  body,  goods,  and 
aU  oth^  the  lands  pf  fuch  debtor,  until  the  fum  fo  aflefled  ba 
fully  and  effeAualiy  levied  and  paid  to  their  Maiefties. 

aXVI.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  and  declared.  That 
at  the  expiration  of  the  reipeftive  times  in  this  ad  prefcribed, 
for  the  full  payment  of  the  feveral  and  refpe£tive  rates  and  afleff- 
ments  herein  before  granted,  the  feveral  and  refpedtive  corn* 
miflioners,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  within  their  divifion 
and  hundred,  (hall  and  are  hereby  required  to  call  before  them^ 
the  chief  colledVors  and  fubcollcfiors  within  each  re(pe6Hve  <H- 
vilion  and  hundred,  to  examine  and  aiTure  themfelves  of  the 
full  and  whole  payment  of  the  particular  fum  and  fums  of  mo- 
ney charged  within  and  upon  the  faid  divifion  and  hundred, 
and  every  pari(h  and  place  therein,  and  of  the  due  return  of 
the  fame  into  the  hands  of  the  receivers  general  of  the  fiud 
county,  city,  town  and  place  relbeAively,  and  by  fuch  receiver 
general  to  the  receipt  of  his  Majefly's  exchequer,  to  the  end 
there  may  be  no  failure  in  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the  rates 
and  afleifments,  which  by  this  aft  ought  to  be  levied  and  paid  | 
and  in  cafe  of  any  failure  in  the  premifles,  the  commifliioners, 
or  any  two  of  them,  are  to  caufe  the  fame  forthwith  to  be 
levied  and  paid  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
ad. 

XXVII.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  enaded.  That  it 
(hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any  perlon  and  perfons  to 
advance  and  lend  unto  their  Majefties  upon  the  fecunty  of  this 
a<5t)  any  fum  or  fums  of  money,  and  to  nave  and  receive  for  the 
forbearance  thereof,  after  the  rate  of  feven  pounds  by  the  huR>> 
dredfor  one  whole  year,  and  no  more,  direftly  or  mdire6Uy; 
and  moreover,  that  no  money  fo  lent  upon  the  fecurity  of  this 
9i6ky  (hall  be  rated  or  aflefled  by  virtue  oif  this  aA.  And  to  the

And  forafmuch  as  it  is  found  by  experience,  that  the 
payment  of  their  Majefties  duties  on  ftrong  waters,  J^ua  vita^ 
and  fpirits,  is  much  avoided  and  defrauded  by  the  diftillers  or 
makers  of  the  commodities  aforefaid,  by  reafon  that  the  gagers 
and  officers  appointed  to  gage  and  charge  thofe  liquors,  are  not 
duly  admitted  and  permitted  to  enter  and  come  into  the  houfes,

ads  above-mentioned,  (hall  within  three  months  next  after  the 
knowledge  thereof,  or  after  his  return  into  the  kingdom  of 
England^  or  Ireland^  or  to  the  faid  town  of  Berwick^  or  into  the 
dominion  of  Wales  aforefaid,  give  the  firft  information  bona 
fidij  brfore  any  of  the  barons  for  the  time  being  of  the  court 
of  exchequer  in  England^  or  the  court  of  exchequer  in  Ireland^ 
or  before  any  three  of  the  commiflioners  appointed  by  this  adt 
for  the  more  efFedtual  putting  in  execution  this  and  other  laws 
made  againft  the  exportation  of  wooli,  or  before  the  head  of- 
ficer of  any  port  where  he  (hall  firft  arrive,  upon  his  or  their 
oath,  of  the  number  and  quantity  of  fuch  (heeps-wooU,  woolU 
fels,  mortlings,  (horiings,  yam  made  of  wooll,  wooll-  flocks, 
fullers-earth,  fulling-cldy,  or  tobacco-pipe-clay,  fo  carried, 
conveyed,  or  exported  as  aforefaid,  and  by  whom,  where,  and 
in  what  (hip  or  veflei,  and  afterwards  (hall  be  ready,  upon  rea- 
fonable  warning,  by  procefs  to  juftify  and  prove  the  fame.  That 
then  fuch  owner  and  owners,  mafter,  mariner,  and  mariners,

(that  is  to  fay)  once  every  quarter  of  the  year ^  or  oftner  ifneedJbouU

lawful  currying  and  d^effing  of  leathery  anathefearch  and  view  thereof 
to  be  made  as  by  the  faid  ftatute  is  required :  for  the  removing  there- 
fore of  all  doubts,  and  that  fearch  and  view  may  be  duly  made 
according  to  the  faid  ftatute  :

11.  That  jurors  ought  to  be  duly  impanelled  and  retumedy  andjxuict, 
jurors  whiehpafs  upon  men  in  trials  for  high  treafon  ought  to  be 
freeholders. 

12.  That  all  grants  andpromijis  of  fines  and  forfeitures  of  particular  Grants  of  for- 
ferfons  before  convi^Hony  are  illegal  and  void.  feiturcs. 

13.  And  that  for  redrefs  of  all  grievanceSy  and  for  the  amendingy  Frequent  par- 
Jlrengtheningy  ana  prefervtng  of  the  lawSy  parliaments  ought  to  be  A^/iliament«. 
frequently. 

And  they  do  claim y  demandy  and  infill  upon  all  and  lingular  the 
premiffesy  as  their  undoubted  rights  ana  liberties ;  and  that  no  decla^ 
rations,  judgmentSy  doings  or  proceedingSy  to  the  prejudice  of  the  peo^ 
fde  in  any  ofthefaidpremijfesy  ought  in  any  wife  to  be  drawn  hereafter 
Mo  confequence  or  example. 

To  which  demand  of  their  rights  they  are  particularly  encouraged  by 
the  declaration  of  his  highnefs  the  prince  of  Orange,  as  being  the  only 
means  for  obtaining  a  full  redrefs  and  remedy  therein. 

Having  therefore  an  entire  confidencCy  That  his  faid  highnefs  the 
prince  ^Orange  willperfe£t  the  deliverance  fo  far  advanced  by  him^ 
and  vnU  ftillpreferve  them  from  the  violation  of  their  right Sy  which 
they  have  here  ajjertedy  and  from  all  other  attempts  upon  their  religion^ 
righiSy  and  liberties.

perfons  in  Ireland  that  oppofe  orfubmit  not  to  the  government  of  the

Jlanding  whichy  feveral  perfons^  Jince  the  happy  acceffion  of  their  Ma-' 
jefties  King  William  and  ^een  Mary  to  the  imperial  crown  of  this 
ualmy  have  been  lately  a^embted  at  or  near  the  city  of  DuVUn'Jnthe  king

That  for  remedying  the  faid  pradtice  and  deceit,  it  (hall  and 
may,  from  and  after  the  Taid  firll  day  of  Juncy  be  lawful  to  and 
for  any  perfon  or  perfons  having  rent  arrear,  and  due  upon  any 
fuch  demife,  leafe,  or  contraS  as  aforefaid,  to  feize  and  fe- 
cure  any  (heaves  or  cocks  of  com,  or  com  loofe  or  in  the  ftraw, 
or  hay  lying  or  being  in  any  barn  or  granary,  or  upon  any  ho- 
vel, (tack,  or  rick,  or  otherwife  upon  any  part  of  the  land  or 
ground  charged  with  fuch  rent,  and  to  lock  up  or  detain  the 
lame  in  the  place  where  the  fame  (hall  be  found,  for  or  in  the 
nature  of  a  diftrefs,  until  the  fame  (hall  be  replevied  upon  fuch 
fccurity  to  be  given  as  aforefaid  ;  and  in  default  of  replevying 
the  fame  as  aforefaid,  within  the  time  aforefaid,  to  fell  theUme 
after  fuch  appraifement  thereof  to  be  made ;  fo  as  neverthelefs

cleanfing  and  carrying  away  the  dirt  and  foil  out  oftbe  flreets^  hcve 
refufed  to  pay  the  rates  ajfejfed  upon  them^  there  being  no  law  in 
force  to  compel  them  thereunto^  fo  that  no  perfon  can  be  imployed  to 
be  raker  J  to  carry  the  dirt  out  of  the  faid  Jireets^  for  want  of 
fome  provifton  for  payment  for  doing  that  fervice ;  and  the  toorer 
fort  of  people  daily  threw  iftto  the  faid  flreets  all  the  dirty  filtD^  and 
coal  afhes  made  in  their  houfes\  by  reafon  whereof  the  faid  fireets 
are  become  extremely  dirty  and  filthy^  fo  that  their  J^ajejlies  Jubje&s 
cannot  convenientfy  pafs  through  the  lame  about  their  lawful  occafions^ 
and  many  other  inconveniencies  daify  arife  for  want  of  the  like  pro* 
vifions  in  other  cafes  relating  to  the  flreets^  pavements^  and  common 
ways  ;  may  it  therefore  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majefties  that 
it  may  be  enadted :

That 
from  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  December^  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  ninety,  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  inhabit- 
ing in  the  faid  parifiies  of  Mtddfefex  and  JVeftmnflerj  and  the 
li^rties  thereof,  and  in  the  borough  of  Southwarkj  or  in  any 
of  the  faid  ftreets,  lanes,  or  alleys,  comprized  within  the  week- 
ly bills  of  mortality,  and  the  town  of  Kenfington^  (hall  twice  in 
everv  week  (that  is  to  fay,  on  every  Wednejday  and  Saturday  at 
the  leaft)  fweep  and  cleanfe,  or  caufe  to  be  fwept  and  cleanfed, 
all  the  ftreets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  publick  places,  before  their 
refpedlive  houfes,  buildings,  and  walls,  and  the  buildings  and 
walls  of  churches,  and  other  publick  places,  to  the  end  the  dirt 
and  foil  in  the  faid  ftreets  may  be  ready  for  the  fcavenger^  raker,

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or  other  officer  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  to  carry  away,  upon  Penalty, 
pain  to  forfeit  three  (hillings  and  four  pence  for  every  offence 
or  negledt  refpedively ;  and  that  no  perfon  or  perfons  what-  No  perfbn  to 
foever  fhall  throw,  caft,  or  lav,  orcaufe,  permit,  or  fuffer  to^?J^y  ^•^ 
be  thrown,  caft,  or  laid,  any  (eacoal  afhes,  duft,  dirt,  rubbiih,  fti^^ 
dung,  or  other  filth  or  annoyance  in  any  open  ffa'eet,  lane,  or 
alley,  within  the  faid  city  or  places  aforefaid,  before  his,  her.  Enlarged  fy 
or  their  own  dwelling-houfes,  ftables,  buildings,  or  walls,  or  8& 9^.3, 
the  buildings  and  walls  of  churches,  church-yat^s,  and  other  ^' 37«  f«'« 
publick  places,  on  the  penalty  of  five  (hillings ;  and  no  perfon 
or  perfons  (hall  lay  any  afhes,  dirt,  or  foil,  before  the  houfes, 
buildings,  or  walls  of  any  perfon  or  perfons,  inhabitants  of  the 
city,   parifhes,   or  places  aforefaid,   or  before  or  againft  any

yards,  or  backfides,  or  the  yards  or  backfides  of^  churches,  and  ^'  ^^ 
other  publick  buildings,  until  fuch  time  as  the  raker,  fcavengcr,  ^^***8^* 
of  other  officer  thereto  appointed  of  the  faid  ward,    parifh, 
ftrcet,  or  place  where  they  dwell,  or  fuch  churches  or  buildinfi;s9 
as  do  come  by  or  near  their  houfes,  doors,  or  places,  with  his 
cart,  barrow,  or  other  thing  or  things  ufed  for  the  deanfing 
theftreets,  and  carrying  away  thereof,  and  then  fhall  carry,  or

Kime  (hall  be  equal  and  reafonable,  to  allow)  (hall  be  quarterly 
paid  by  every  refpedtive  inhabitant,  upon  demand  made  thereof

(iding  in  or  near  to  the  refpefthre  places  for  which  fucn  fcaven- 
gers were  appointed,  within  eight  and  twenty  days  after  the

ftreets  or  highways,  as  (hall  be  thought  convenient  by  the  faid 
juftices,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  country  carts  returning 
empty  from  the  faid  pari(hes,  they  giving  fatisfaAion  to  the 
owners  and  occupiers  of  fuch  vacant  places;  and  in  cafe  of  un^ 
reafonable  demands,  fuch  juftices  in  their  petit  fefTions  (hall 
hear,  moderate,  and  determine  the  fame  according  to  ec^uity  and 
good  confcience.    And  in  cafe  any  perfon  (hall  find  him,  her.  Appeal  to

leers  of  the  poor^  who  do  frequently  upon  frivolous  pretences  (but 
biefly  for  their  own  private  ends)  give  relief  to  what  perfons  and 
lumber  they  think  fity  and  fuch  perfons^  being  entered  into  the  col- 
t£Jion  billy  do  become  after  that  a  great  charge  to  the  parifh^  not^ 
viihjlanding  the  occafton  or  pretence  of  their  receiving  collect  on  often^ 
itnes  ceafeSy  by  which  means  the  rates  for  the  poor  are  daily  increafedj 
ontrary  to  the  true  intent  ofaflatute  made  in  the  forty  third  year  of 
he  reign  of  her  majefly  ^een  Elizabeth,  intituled^  An  adt  for  the  43  El,  c.  i« 
dief  of  the  poor :  for  remedying  of  which,  and  preventing  the  A  rcgiitcr  to 
ike  abufes  for  the  future,  be  it  further  ena<5led.

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puNsci  mmiis  relating  to  the  churches  ami  parij/bes  whereimU  tbef 
do  bebngj  do  often  mifpend  the  /aid  monies^  and  take  the  fam§  t§ 
their  own  ufey  to  the  great  prejudice  of  fuch  parijbes^  and  the  poor^ 
and  other  inhabitants  thereof;  and  hecaufi  that  mam  times  the  judges^ 
tuhen  anions  are  brought  again/l  fuch  churchwardins  and  overfurs^ 
to  recover  the  monies  fo  mifpentj  taken j  or  mifappKed  by  theperfom 
aforefaidj  refufe  to  admit  the  parijbioners  to  be  witneffes  in  fuch  eafeSf 
who  are  the  only  perfons  that  can  make  proof  thereof :  wherefore  to 
prevent  ail  fuch  evil  and  deceitful  praSuces  of  churchwardens^ 
and  overfeers,  and  other  perfons,  be  it  enadted  and  dedared. 
That  in  all  a<5tions  to  be  brought  in  their  Majefties  courts  of 
record  at  TVefiminJier^  or  at  the  affizes,  for  the  recovery  of  any 
fum  or  fums  of  money  fo  mifpent  or  taken  by  churchwar- 
dens or  overfeers  of  the  poor,  the  evidence  of  the  parifhioners, 
or  any  of  them,  other  than  of  fuch  as  receive  alms  or  any  peniioQ 
or  gift  out  of  fuch  collcdtions  or  publick  monies  of  fuch  parifh 
or  parilhes  refpec^livcly,  whereof  the  defendant  or  defendants  is 
or  are  inhabitant  or  inhabitants^  (hall  be  taken  and  admitted  in 
all  fuch  cafes  in  the  courts  aforefaid ;  any  cudom,  rule,  order, 
cr  ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithAanding. 

CAP.  XII. 

An  all  for  the  repairing  and  amending  the  bigbooaySj  anifior 

fettling  the  rates  of  carriage  of  goods. 

XXfHEREAS  the  free  andenfy  intercourfe  and  means  of  convey* 
^  ^  ing  and  carrying  goods  and  merchandizes  from  one  market-town 
to  another y  contributes  very  much  to  the  advancement  oftrade^  »- 
crcqfe  of  wealthy  and  rafmg  the  value  of  landsy  as  well  as  to  the  eafe 
and  convenience  of  thefubjett  in  general ;  for  which  ends  therefore 
divers  good  and  neceffary  laws  have  been  heretofore  made  for  the  en- 
largingy  repairing j  and  amending  the  higbzvays  and  common  roads  if 
this  kingdom :  notwithjianding  which  laws,  the  fame  are  not  in  mony 
parts  fufficicntly  amended  and  repaired^  but  remain  almofl  impajible  j 
all  which  is  occafionedy  not  only  by  reafon  offome  ambiguities  in  tbefiid 
laws  J  but  by  want  of  a  fufficient  provifion  to  compel  the  execution  of 
the  fame  ;  for  remedy  whereof: 

II.  Be  it  ena<fled  bv  the  King's  and  Queen's  moil  excellent 
majefties,  by  and  witn  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpi- 
ritual  and  temporal,  and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament 
aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.  That  all  and  eveiy 
law  and  ftatute  now  in  force,  for  or  touching  the  enlarging 
repairing,  or  amending  highways  and  common  roads,  and  eveiy 
article  and  thing  in  them  contained,  and  not  herein  and  here- 
by altered  or  repealed,  (hall  be  duly  put  in  execution,  accofd* 
ing  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  laws,  and  under  the  penalties 
therein  contained,  to  be  raifed,  levied,  and  difpofed  of,  as  in 
and  by  the  faid  laws  is  direAed. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  authority  afof^aid. 
That  from  henceforth,  upon  the  fix  and  t\yentieth  day  of 
December  in  every  year,  unlcfs  that  day  (hall  be  Sunday^  and

next  adjoining  to  the  faid  highways,  fhali  negleA  to  dear  the 
faid  ways  of  the  faid  nufances,  or  to  cleanfe  or  fcower  their 
ditches,  gutters,  and  drains,  adjoining  to  the  faid  highways, 
or  caufe  the  earth  taken  out  thereof  to  be  carried  away,  and 
lay  fufficient  trunks,  tunnels,  or  bridges,  where  any  cartways

Without  paying  the  Cuftoms  and  duties  due  and  payable  at  the 
importation  thereof,  or  of  any  prohibited  goods. whatfoever,  or 
fliall  receive  or  take  fpch  prohibited  go^s  into  his  or  thdr 
houfc  or  warehoufe  or  other  place  on  land,  or  fuch  other  j^oods, 
before  fuch  cudoms  and  duties  are  paid,  knowing  thereot^  (hall 
alfo  for  every  fuch  offence  forfeit  and  lofe  the  like  fum  of  five 
hundred  pounds ;  the  one  half  of  the  faid  forfeitures  to  be  t^ 
their  MajelHes,  and  the  other  half  to  the  infijrmer,  or  fuch  per- 
fon or  perfons  as  (hall  fue  for  the  fame. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  authority  aforef^d; 
That  if  the  infurer,  conveyor,  or  manager  of  fuch  fraud,  be 
the  difcoverer  of  the  fame,  he  (hall  not  tjnly  keep  and  enjoy  the 
infurance  money  or  reward  •  given  him,  and  be  difchai^ed  of 
the  penalties  to  which  he  is  liable  by  reafon  of  fuch  offence,

to  his  own  ufe  one  moiety  of  the  forfeitures  impofed  upon  fuch 
infurer,  conveyor,  or  manager  as  aforefaid,  and  (hall  alfo  be 
difcharged  of  the  forfeitures  hereby  impofed  upon  him  or 
them, 

XVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  the  faid  penalties  and 
forfeitures  (hall  be  recoverable  according  to  the  courfe  of  the 
court  of  Exchequer^  in  like  manner  as  other  penalties  and  for- 
feitures in  like  cafes  are  recoverable.

WHEREAS  great  frauds  and  deceits  are  too  often  pra^ifed  by 
neceffttous  and  eviUdifpofed  perfons  in  borrowing  of  money j 
and  giving  judgments^  Jiatutes^  and  recognizances  privately ^  for  yi-

,  whereby  fuch 

late  lender  is  very  often  in  danger  to  lofe  his  whole  money^  or  forced 
to  pay  off  the  debts  fecured  by  the  faid  judgments^  fiatutes^  and  re^ 
cognizances^  before  they  can  have  any  benefit  of  thefaid  mortgages  : 
And  whereas  divers  perfons  do  many  times  mortgage  their  lands  more 
than  oncCy  without  giving  notice  of  their  firfl  mortgage^  whereby 
lenders  of  money  upon  fecond  or  after  mortgages  do  often  lofe  their 
money  y  and  are  put  to  great  charges  in  fuits  and  otherwife :  For  re- 
medy whereof,  and  preventing  the  (ame  as  much  as  may  be  for 
the  future,

creditors  j  and  if  the  faid  borrower  or  borrowers,  debtor  or 
debtors,  (hall  afterwards  take  up  or  borrow  any  other  fum  or 
fums  of  money  of  any  other  perfon  or  perfons,  or  for  other 
valuable  confideration  become  indebted  to  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
fons, and  for  fecuring  the  repayment  and  difcharge  thereof,

any  of  tliem,  in  equity  or  elfewhere,  for  redemption  of  the  lakl 
lands  and  tenements,  or  any  part  thereof;  but  the  faid  mort- 
gagee or  mortgagees,  his,  her,  ortheir  heirs,  executors,  admini- 
ftrators, and  afligns,  ftiall  and  may  hold  and  enjoy  the  faid  lands

WHEREAS  the  trade  to  Greenland  and  /A^  Greenland 
feai^  in  thefijhing  for  whales  tbere^  hath  been  heretofore  a 
very  beneficial  trade  to  this  kingdom j  not  only  in  the  employing  great 
numbers  of  feamen  andjbips^  and  confuming  great  quantities  of  pro-- 
vijionsj  but  alfo  in  the  bringing  into  this  nation  great  quantities  ^ 
ml  J  blubber  s  and  fins: 

And  whereas  neighbouring  nations  do  yearly  make  great  ad- 
vantage thereby s  not  only  fupplying  themfelves  with  that  fort  of  oil 
andjinsy  but  by  vending  into  other  parts  great  qt^tities  thereof  and 
particularly  into  this  kingdom^  where  the  faid  trade  is  now  quite  de- 
cayed and  loft :

aif  thai  no  mine  of  tsn,  copper^  iron  or  lead^  Jhalf  hereafter  he  adjudge 
odj  repmtid  or  tahn  to  he  a  royalmine^  althot^h  gold  or  filver  may  he 
extrahed  out  (f  the  fame :  hut  notwithftanding  the  gooi  praoifien  by 
the  fmd  ftatute  to  prevent  the  difcour aging  their  MqjofHes  good  fub^ 
feffSf  who  have  mines  of  copper,  tin^  iron  or  lead  in  their  foils^  from 
digging  and  opening  thefame^  many  doubts^  and  queftions  have  arifen

nors, me(ruages,  lands,  eftates,  pofllefiions,  and  revenues,  of  and 
belonging  to  Chriffs  hofpital,  St.  Bartbohmuw,  Bridewell^  St. 
Thomas  and  Bethlehem,    hofpitals,  or  any  other  hofpital  in  or 
belonging  to  the  faid  city  of  London  or  borough  of  Southuuari,  and 
fuch  as  are  chargeable  with  and  for  the  repairs  of  London  bridge) 
(hall  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  yearly  charged  for  ever, 
from  and  after  the  four  and  twentieth  day  of  June,  one  thou(and 
fix  hundred  ninety  four,  for  and  towards  the  raifing  thereout  the 
full  and  clear  annual  fum  of  eight  thoufand  pounds  for  ever, 
free  from  all  deductions  for  any  impofitions  whatfoever ;  which 
faid  yearly  fum  (hall-  be  annually  raifed  and  paid  out  of  all  and 
every  the  laid  manors,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  other 
reveriue  whatfoever,  of  and  belonging  to  the  faid  mayor,  com- 
monalty, and  citizens  (except  before  excepted)  and  (hall  be,  and 
is  hereby  appropriated  towards  the  raifing  fuch  a  perpetual  fund, 
and  to  be  applied  as  aforefaid.

That  all  the  aqueducts  and  right  ot  bringing  and  conveying

fuch  order  it  (hall  be  exprefled,  and  mentioned,  that  the  princi- 
pal fum  contained  therem,  and  the  intereft  thereof,  (hall  be  paid, 
or  payable  out  of  the  £iid  yearly  fum  of  three  hundred  thoufand 
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pounds,  hereby  appropriated  and  appointed  to  be  paid  and  fup- 

Elied  oat  of  the  cuftoms,  fubfidies^  or  other  duties,  as  afore- 
lid;  and  all  and  every  fuch  order  or  orders,  and  the  monies 
therein  to  be  contained,  or  any  part  thereof,  (hall  be  affignable 
arKttransferrable  without  power  of  revocation,  fo  as  the  aflign- 
ments  thereof  be  endorfed  upon  the  refpe£tive  orders,  and  en- 
trcd  or  notified  in  the  office  *of  the  auditor  of  the  receipt  of  the 
Exchequer,  in  a  book  to  be  there  kept  for  that  purpofe :  and  that 
all  and  every  the  fum  and  fums  of  money  fo  to  be  lent  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  upon  the  credit  of  the  faid  yearly  fum  of  three  hundred 
thoufand  pounds,  (hall  be  free  from  all  manner  of  taxes  and  im- 
pofitions,  impofed,  or  to  be  impoied  by  parliament,  or  other- 
wife  hdwfoever.

duty  ofthetr  profe^ns ;  yet  by  reafon  that  they  are  compeUid  tofervo 
feveral  parijhy  ward^  and  leet  officeSy  in  the  places  where  they  £», 
and  are  frequently  fummoned  to  ferve  on  juries  and  inqueftsy  wbieb 
take  up  great  part  0/ their  timcy  they  cannot  perform  the  trujls  repofei 
in  them  as  they  ought y  nor  attend  the  fick  withfuch  diligence  as  isrt* 
quired :  and  whereas  King  James  the  Firjiy  by  his  letter  s  patefUs  «»-

WHEREAS  it  is  mamfefl  that  of  late  years  the  current  coin 
of  this  kingdom  hath  been  greatly  J^minijhed  by  clippings 
rounding  J  filings  and  melting  the  fame ^  and  Ukewife  many  falfe  and 
€ounterfeit  coins  have  been  clipped  for  the  better  difgmftng  thereof: 
And  fir  as  much  as  it  is  apparent  that  theft  pra^ices  of  diminiflnng 
the  current  coin  is  very  mttch  occafioned  by  thofe  who  drive  a  trade  of 
exchanging  broad  money  for  cHpJm  money ^  and  by  other  arts  and  de» 
vices :

/pirits  from  corn,  and  for  laying  feveral  duties  on  low  wines,  orjpi-  ,j&  13  W-  j» 
rits  ofthefirjl  extraction,  relating  to  (Irong  waters,  brandy,  aqua  g..  n. 
vita,  and  other  excifeable  liquors  brought  from  the  iflands  of 
Guemfey,  Jirfey,  Sari,  or  Aldirney,  and  all  the  charges,  duties, 
and  penalties,  and  every  article  and  thing  therein  contained, 
(hall  continue  and  be  of  force  and  virtue  during  the  continuance 
of  this  z&,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
pofes,  as  if  the  faid  claufe  were  herein  word  (or  word,  repeat- 
ed and  enacted. 

XX.  Andforafmuth  as  it  is  found  by  experieneey  that  the  payment 
ef  his  Majefi/s  duties  on  beer,  ale,  and  other  exeifeable  liquors,  is 
much  avoided  and  defrauded  by  the  brezoers  and  makers  thereof,  by  - 
their  making  drink  of  an  extraordinary  Jlrength,  and'mixing  ojfmall 
beer  or  worts  with  the  fame,  after  an  account  hath  been  taken  by  the 
gaugers,  and  by  their  carrying  away,  or  laying  off  fart  of  their  worts, 
after  the  fame  hath  been  gauged,  and  making  them  ttp  by  part  ofano^ 
ther  wort,  before  the  gauger  can  take  an  account  of  the  fame,  by  making 
ufe  of  private  pipes,  and  other  conveyances  under  'ground:  And  by  - 
reafon  the  gaugers  and  officers  art  not  duly  admitted  and  permitted  to 
inter  and  came  into  the  houfes,  brew-houfes,  difljtting^oufcs,  flore^ 
boufes,  and  other  places  belonging  to  or  ufedbyjuch  brewers,  diJUtters, 
or  makers  of  the  liquors  aforefaid^  or  being  (awfulfy  entrtd,'  are  not 
quietly  permitted  to  continue  injiich  brew-houfe,  where  tht^faid  liquors 
are  bretving  and  making,  to  gauge  and  take  an  account  of  the  quanti- 
ty and  quality  of  the  feveral  worts,  as  they  are  brewed  off,  and  to 
fee  their  Jlrong  andfmall  drink  cleanfed  and  carried  out  without  mix^ 

ture,  and  to  prevent  the  committing  any  other  frauds  •  be  it  therefore  Brewers,  &r. 
enadle4  by  the  authority  afort^aid^  That  all  common  brewers^  brewing*  a 
innkeepers  or  viduallers,  who  after  the  faid  five  and  twentieth  parjy  guile,  ro 
day  of  March^  thaU  brew  or  make  a  party  *guUe,  fliall  declare  l!f  ^^.f^"^ 
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to  the  gauger  or  gaugers  appointed  to  gauge  and  hike  an  account 
of  the  fame,  how  much  of  fuch  giiile  he  or  they  intend  to  make 
into  ftrong  beer  or  ale,  and  how  much  into  fmalU  before  any

WHEREAS  by  an  a£f  of  tarliarmnt  made  in  the  fifth  andK&SVT.S^ 
fixth  years  of  the  reign  of  his  Majefiy  King  William,  and^^*  c-  **• 
the  late  ^een  Mary  of  bUJfed  memory ^  intituled^  An  a<5l  for  grant- 
ing to  their  Majefties  ieveral  duties  upon  vellum,  parchment, 
and  paper,  for  four  years,  towards  canying  on  the  war  againft 
France^  it  is  ammgft  other  things  enaHed^  That  a  duty  or  impofttion 
of  five  Jbillings  /ball  be  rated^  levied^  coUeHed  and  paidy  for  every 
piece  of  paper  or  parchment  y  upon  which  any  licence  or  cerificate  of 
marriage  fiould  be  written  or  ingrojfed:  and  whereas  by  a  claufe  in 
etnother  a^  of  parliament  made  tn  the  fixth  and  feventh  years  of  his 
Majeftfs  reigny  intituledj  An  aft  for  granting  to  his  Majefly,65;^^.3.c.f>; 
certain  rates  and  duties  upon  marriages,  births,  and  burials^  and  f.  %%. 
upon  batchelors  and  widowers,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  for
